Experience  has  shown,  ui  this  provmce  and  else- 
where, that  in  the  case  of  settlement  WBder  Oov- 
emment 'hondai^'r  rui  id  it  lon.s  tiavr  proved  ad- 
verse and  from  tilt  growing  dlsheartenment  the 
settler  ha.s  i.icai)ed  by  Riving  up  the  hokUng  and 
abandoning  the  work  and  capital  whMl  iM  Iws.

^ny  land  settlement  scheme  should  provide 
tctmgf  iemt  dttint  the  proaeai  of  aooHmatlas- 

tlon.  There  should  be  work  made  available  apart 
from  work  on  the  farms.  There  should  be  per- 
iny>«nt  co-oporatlon  between  the  settlers  and  the 
agents  of  the  Government,  and  the  latter  .should 
be  specially  instructed  to  do  everything  that  lies 
In  their  power  to  make  any  sehOM  tt  iand  set- 
tlement a  success.  It  i.s  because  of  the  lack  of 
helpful  advice  that  newcomers  to  Canada  have 
so  often  failed.  In  other  words,  the  faidt  has  by 
no  means  always  U'fu  thm  oun  lliat  i.s  why 
there  should  be  a  certain  elasticity  ia  the  condl- 
tlOBS  of  settlement,  especially  !f  that  settlement 
oontemplates  anything  in  the  natuM 
colonisation  plan.  British  Columbia  has  had  the 
experience  of  returned  soldier  settlements,  ttrom 
what  it  has  learned  from  these  it  ought  to  be 
able  to  devise  .some  plan  that  wlU  be  attended, 
at  least,  with  a  moderate  measore  of  success. 
The  province  must  help  Itsolf  hi  the  matter  of 
British  immigration  in  eo-operation  with  the 
Overseas  Settlement  Uuard.  It  haa  little  to  hope 
fot  from  the  Immigration  Ptpartment  of  the 
fiageral  OOfvmment. 


NIWSrAPm  AND  tOMOU 


M.  Theodore  Herzl.  wrtUng  in  The  Neue  Freie 
Presse.  defines  a  Journalist  as  a  man  "who  writes 
the  story  of  today  and  makes  the  history  of  to- 
morrow." If  that  definition  is  true  the  Journalist 
aiHt  be  numbered  In  the  ranks  of  educators. 
ThS  prsii.  as  a  matter  of  fact,  is  always  record- 
ing hLstory  and  It  Is  the  history  which  counts  in 
the  daily  lives  of  individuals.  It  is  the  current 
history  whleh  Is  taught  too  little  in  our  schools 
for  in  those  .schools  there  Is  too  often  a  tendency 
to  neglect  current  happenings  which  can  only 
be  learned  of  with  accuracy  through  the  press. 
If  there  i.s  any  subject  which  it  is  e.wntlal 
should  be  added  to  the  curriculum  of  our  schools 
It  ii  one  called  "current  events."
